claim. 

Based on the following remarks, Applicant respectfully requests that the 
Examiner reconsider all outstanding objections and rejections and that they be 
withdrawn. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 

Claims 1-4 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,329,234 to Ma et al. ("Ma"). 

There are a number of technical differences between the applied patents and the 
claimed invention. However, Applicant has herewith filed a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.131 to "swear behind" the Ma reference. Accordingly, Applicant respectively asserts 
that this rejection should be reconsidered and withdrawn. Therefore, claims 1-4 should 
be found allowable.
